Here, the 
searches involved for the subject matter of Group I (claims 1 r 3-5, 8-37 and 147-161) and 
Group II (claims 2, 6, 7, 39, 43, 44, 75-110 and 147-149) have the same class 435 and 
subclass 6 and therefore the Applicants do not believe that a search of the same class/subclass 
for the claims of Groups I and II would be a serious burden to the Examiner. Moreover, the 
claims are related in that they are drawn to detection of single nucleotide polymorphisms 
(SNPs) which are DNA sequence variations that occur when a single nucleotide in a genomic 
sequence is altered (i.e. point mutations). Thus, the Applicants respectfully submit that the 
restriction is improper, that the restriction between the claims of Group l and II be withdrawn, 
and that clairhs 1-161 examined in this application.
